Having registered an all-time 
high of approximately 345 stu- 
dents, St. Joseph’s College open- 
ed the forty-eighth scholastic year 
with a Solemn High Mass, Wed- 
nesday, Sept. 14. 

New and eager faces are beam- 
ing everywhere on the campus, 
for the total enrollment of last 
year has been augmented by ap- 
proximately seventy students. 
Thus, the different residence halls 
have been filled almost to ca- 
pacity. 

Most noticeable in regard to 
newcomers is the college fresh- 
man class which has an enlist- 
ment Of 135 students. This is 
the largest freshman class ever 
enrolled here. The sophomore 
class ranks second in number

This year we find two major 
changes in the board of admin- 
istration. Doctor Aloys Dirksen, 
C.PP.S., S.T.D., was appoi nted to 
the presidency of Saint Joseph’s 
in place of Father Cyril Knue. 
The new president was" formerly 
a professor of sacred scripture at 
Carthagena, and we feel sure 
that this selection has been a 
wise one. Father Knue has been 
transferred to Carthagena where 
he has already assumed his new 
position as procurator for Saint 
Charles Seminary. 

The second major change has 
been in the office of the dean 
of men. Doctor Walter Pax has 
been replaced by Father Werner 
Rauh, who was formerly the 
procurator at the Precious Blood 
Brothers’ Novitiate in Burketts- 
ville, Ohio. Doctor Pax remains 
on the teaching staff of the col- 
lege as professor of psychology.

The Rev. Werner A. Rauh, the 
new dean of men, is a native

This, fellow students and class- 
mates, was the start of a very 
enlightening interview with this 
honored member of our faculty. 
I say honored, because only this 
month he was appointed Treasur- 
er of St. Joseph’s. Father Schon, 
although well known to the upper 
classmen, is probably unknown 
to many of the freshmen. Well 
then, fellows: I give you Father 
Schon, Dean of Mathematics and 
new Treasurer of the college. But 
enough of this, let me get on 
with my story. 

Father Schon was born in 
Custar, Ohio, where he spent his 
boyhood and attended St. Louis 
Parochial school. In 1914 Father 
had his first glimpse of St. 
Joseph’s. Here he attended high 
school and junior college, gradu- 
.a ting in .1919. 

From here he went to St. 
Charles Seminary in Carthagena, 
Ohio, there to study for the 
priesthood. He was ordained May 
21, 1925, and was appointed to 
Fon Du Lac, Wis., where he re- 
mained until February, 1926. Next 
to receive him was St. Joseph’s 
Church in Wapakoneta, Ohio, 
where he served as assistant un- 
til September, 1929, when the 
Provincial appointed him to take 
up graduate work at Catholic Uni-

A teacher naturally thinks and muses of that 
in which his interests chiefly lie. What more 
natural then than that one who has been torn 
from his Scripture classes in the Seminary and 
thrust into the midst of the undergraduate’s 
academic pursuits let his thoughts dwell on the 
scant acquaintance with the Scriptures which the 
average undergraduate has. After years spent 
in the loving study and teaching of the Bible it 
Comes as a shock to realize fully how little inter- 
ested is the average College man in the Sacred 
Writings. In a sense this is altogether natural, 
because one cannot love what one does not know 
and Catholic education is busy about many things 
seeming not to find the time to inculcate a know- 
edge and love of the Scriptures. But like Martha 
of Bethany, Catholic education has Ibs't^mucK m 
its preoccupation with many things, and its neglect 
of the Scriptures is in no sense natural. On the 
contrary the study of the Bible has always been 
basic to Catholic scholarship, and it is only in 
comparatively modern times „that this apathy 
toward the Sacred Writings has sprung up. All 
the writings of early Christianity show that a 
knowledge and study of the Scriptures came first 
in the minds of the great scholars of those early 
centuries. In the famous old schools of Christian 
antiquity at Alexandria, Antioch, Caesarea and 
Nisibis the Word of God was the sum and sub- 
stance of study and inquiry as we know from the 
works the teachers there produced. What part the 
-Biblerplayed -in— the^edueational-system of-4he old- 

Christian West may be seen in the works of such 
illustrious educators as Isidore, Cassiodor? and 
Alcuin. And thus it ever was in the history df 
Christian education. Until comparatively recent 
times the Bible held the central place in Catholic 
education. Today Catholic education, ,by being 
busy about many things, has lost much and much 
has gone out of Catholic living which can be 
restored only by a deep love, study and use of 
the Scriptures.
